Culminating more than three 
years of preliminary work, the Men- 
lo Park Presbyterian church an- 


nounced this week it will begin im- ; 
mediately the preparation of archi- | 


tects’s plans and a fund drive for 
the construction of a new $120,090 
church building at the site of the 
present Kirk House on Santa Cruz 
avenue. 


The decision was taken at a 
meeting Tuesday night of the con- 
gregation and church corporation, 
at which it was agreed unani- 
mously to embark on the long- 
hoped-for building program. 


Rev. Don Emerson Hall, the pas- 
tor, said the local 
raise $50,000 for the project and 
that the remaining $70,000 will be 
in mortgages and funds from the 
national organization of the church. 

The $50,000 is to be raised locally 
by Nov. 15, 1948, including $10,000 
in cash and $40,000 in pledges. Rev. 
Hall said. 

The present situation confronting 
the church and the need for a new 
edifice was explained at Tuesday 
night’s meeting by E. S. Banta and 
Roy Snell. They pointed that the 
present church building can seat 
163, but that average attendance 
last year was 275 persons. The 
Sunday school, they added, has av- 
eraged an attendance of 195 in 
quarters accomodating 135. 

The problem has been solved tem- 
porarily by conducting double sec- 
tions of services. 


No goal has been set on the 
time for beginning or completion 
of construction, Rev. Hall said. 
The immediate object is to raise 
the necessary local funds. 

By building the new edifice on 
the site of the Kirk House, the 
present church structure, with all 
its background of history, can be 
retained. It will be used for the 
Sunday school and various church 
meetings. The original building, 
which has been added to, dates 
back to 1874. The Kirk House will 
be moved to rear of the property to 
make room for the new building. 

C. M. Bill, president of the church 
board of trustees, presided at the 
meeting Tuesday night.

Chief Thomas Cuff of the Menlo 
Park fire district said the spraying 
firm was using a mixture of DDT 
and coal oil, normally non-volatile 
unless heated. Exactly how the 
mixture was set off was being in- 
vestigated. 

Mrs. Brown’s apartment was lit- 
terly torn apart. The living room 
‘floor was buckled and broken. A 
large front window and the front 
door were blown out. Furniture 
was overturned and wallboard was 
ripped away. No part of the apart- 
ment escaped damage, but appar- 
ently the force of the blast was ex- 
pending itself as it reached the rear 
bedroom where the two women were 
at the time. 

Above the Brown apartment, in 
the two-story structure, the apart- 
ment of George Thomas Wharton 
felt the force of the explosion. Fur-

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WE AREN’T SORRY FOR THEM 


Somehow we just can’t get around to feeling sorry for the 
Belmont city council which, in its mishandling of the Police 
Chief Botto affair, has put itself neatly behind the municipal 
eight ball and demonstrated how NOT to conduct relations 

‘ with the public. 

We've seen similiar things happen so many times in var- 
ious places that it’s old stuff, this unwillingness or just plain 
inability of public officials to put out straight information. 
Invariably, they get themselves into difficulties. 

The internal problems and politics of Belmont municipal 
government are not of much concern to Menlo Park, which 
runs along pretty smoothly on its course of progress. But the 
mess into which the Belmont councilmen stepped in the case 
of Botto is of significance because it may well serve as an 
object lesson for all local government. 

Briefly in review, Chief Botto submitted his resignation. 
Police Commissioner Campbell (a city councilman) said the 
resignation was a “‘surprise’’. That made Botto mad and he 
shot back with a statement the resignation was no ‘‘surprise”’ 
to Campbell because the latter had ordered him to quit or be 
fired. That blew the lid off and Botto has carried on by assert- 
ing he was hampered in his direction of the police department 


and had been forced to ‘‘cover up” for councilmen on occa-|: 


sion. 

Campbell then said he made his ‘‘surprise’’ statement be- 
cause he “wanted to give Botto a break . . . a chance to get 
out from under things.’ Then, the council held a closed meet- 
ing in which it declined Botto’s resignation and fired him out- 
right. It all was a good example of playing fast and loose 
with the public. 

To top off the whole ridiculous situation, the council tried 
to get out from under by appointing a “‘public relations ex- 
pert’ to prepare “‘coordinated’’ information for newspapers. 
In newspaper language, that simply means an attempt at cen- 
sorship and an effort to tell the public only what officials think 
the public should know. 

The Belmont council needs good public relations, just as 
does any municipal government. Government public rela- 
tions really is a simple matter—playing square with the public 
and operating entirely in the open. 

Whether the “public relations expert’’ is drawing pay from 
the city of Belmont has not been disclosed. If he is, it’s a 
waste of taxpayers’ money because the newspapers aren’t go- 
ing to bother much with an ‘‘expert’’ who “prepares coordin- 

¢ ated information’. They'll get the facts in ways best known 
to the newspaper profession and we can visualize the ‘‘expert”’ 
trotting:around waving ‘coordinated releases” in vain. 

Newspapers want government to have good public rela- 
tions. But that doesn’t include having colored and slanted 
news shoved down their throats, or withholding information 
to which the public is entitled. 

It’s going to be fun in Belmont and the city council doubt- 
less will get some lessons it never got in school.

new subdivisions are still only par- 
tially developed, while others have 
not yet broken ground. 

The annexation program has re- 
sulted in the inclusion within the 
city borders of most of the large 
tracts of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area. We have accomp- 
lished the chief objective of our 
fifth point, and while we may still 
grow te advantage, the expansion 
of the city’s boundaries need no 
longer be a primary concern of the 
city government. Our official policy 
should still be to welcome our neigh- 
bors in inhabited territory when 
they wish to join us, and to seek 
aggressively the annexation of such 
undeveloped lands as are still out- 
side our limits. But annexation is 
no longer one of our more pressing 
requirements, and need not be in- 
cluded as a cardinal point in our 
municipal program. Our boundar- 
ies will expand rapidly enough here- 
after as people outside begin to re- 
cognize the financial, physical and 
intangible advantages of becoming 
part of the community.

Point Number Six was the secur- 
ing of lower water rates for Menlo 
Park. Because of higher costs and 
high federal taxes, the private com- 
pany is not in a position to make 
rate reductions. The City Council 
believes that municipal ownership 
is the only possible solution to the 
problem, but has deferred action 
because of the unstabilized price and 
wage level in the present inflation- 
ary period. 

The Seventh Point was the pro- 
vision of adequate street lighting 
throughout the city. The Council 
had a survey made by Pacific Gas 
& Electric as to the lighting require- 
ments, and a recommendation was 


|made as to the installation of new 
lights. The Council then took over 
the function of street lighting from 
the Menlo Park Lighting District, 
and has ordered all of the recom- 
mended lights. As we are only 
waiting now for Pacific Gas & 
Electric to provide them as the ma- 
terials become available, we may 
consider this point as substantially 
accomplished.

He 
suggested an alternative site on the 
scuth side of Santa Cruz avenue, 
opposite Elder. 


Mayor Charies P. Burgess also 
supported a site south of Santa 
Cruz, on grounds that most of the 
children who would attend the new 
school live south of that avenue.
